Please see the attached communication regarding applicants* response to the restriction 
requirement. 
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Applicants' election of Group 1 (claims 1-3, drawn to compositions, limited to Gl and G5) 
is acknowledged. Also acknowledged is applicants' attempt to comply with the "election 
of species" requirement. Applicants have attempted to comply with this requirement by 
electing oleyl thiophosphoryl-2-O-methyl glycerate (compound 78, page 69, line 7, 
specification). This compound contains just one glyceric acid group (more accurately 
the oleoyl ester of glyceric acid). By contrast, claim 1 does not encompass compounds in 
which just one glyceric acid group is bonded to phosphate (or thiophosphate), i.e., claim 1 
does not encompass any compound in which one of the "W" groups is just hydroxyl (or in 
which one of the "W" groups contains no carbon atom). Such is the case with oleyl 
thiophosphoryl-2-O-methyl glycerate. The elected specie must fall within the scope of 
the elected group. Accordingly, applicants are held non-responsive. Applicants should 
either elect a different specie, or a different group. 

The time for response (one month) is reset pursuant to this Office action. Failure to elect 
a group and a corresponding specie will result in abandonment of the application.
